The ob- 
jects of the measure were two-fold: First, the pro- 
rection of the city: and, second, the protection oi 
her creditors How well we have succeeded in 
tecting our creditors is seen in the price of city 
mds Against fifty centson the dollarfor 7 per 
eent bonds when the law was passed, we find atthe 
evdcfftive and one -haif years ofits administra- 
tom that the city 6 per cent’s are worth $1.14, 
while bondholders hare realized so large a benefit 
from tbis law, the city has suffered from the pay- 
mentof Jarge premiams for her bonds on account 
of tirkingiund‘and from the further fact that 
the groath of the city and the expenses of govern- 
ing }t have incressed in a greater ratio than the 
tmerense of the city’s income by reason of its 
growth and consequent enhancement of the value 
of real estate. 

White the creationof the bond commission was 
wise, asshown by results upon the @nancial con- 
Gition of the city, the framers of the law madea 
serious mistake in failing to ptovide a limit to the 
amount to be invested yearly for accouut of the 
sinking fund. This failure resulted from the very 
great cepression in property and the bankrupt 
ecndition of the city treasury at the time. 

A comparison of the net outstanding bonded in- 
Gebtedpess of the city at the time the debt was 
first fonded, and the income of the commission at 
that time, and the net bonded indebtedness of the 
eity, and the income of the commission at present, 
will show that the income of the commission now 
will leavea surplus for investment for sinking 
fund, after paying interest on the outstanding 
bonds, far beyond any reasonable or just require-

Stock Raising in Morgan and Elbert Counties~Mon- 
roe County's Prohibition Law~—Watt Murreli’s 
Story- The Barthquake as 4 Bupernat- 
ural Visitant—Home Industries, 


After referring to the enterprise of Mr. C, F, 
Bishop, who has lately imported some valua- 
ble live stock, the Madison Madisonian says: 


There is no county in Georgia beiter adapted to 
stock raising, horses cattle and sheep especially, 
than Morgan, and those few of her people who have 
tried it are well satisfied with the venture. There 
is certainly no industry that will return better or 
more satisfactory remuneration than this, and we 
have been surprised to notice how few are disposed 
totry it, It costsno more to raise fine blooded 
stock than it does to raise scrubs, and fine stock 
never fails to command good rices, A few im. 
ported Norman horses with indubitable records, or 
athorough Hambletonian, or any other of like 
quality, cannot fall of exceptionally large patron. 
age. Nice blooded cattle, aiieeen, Se the 
nest breeds of sheep cannot fail to pay when once 
introduced and become acclimated. No county 
grows finer bermuda grass than Morgan. Clover, 
timothy, orchard and other varieties of grass grow 
equally as well. Then there is our native crab 
grass, or crow foot, than which none makes finer 
hay, grows here luxuriantly. 

The Elberton Gazette has discovered the 
way out of hard times. “Our plan,” says the 
Gazette, “ would be to sow largely of small 
grain, lessen the area of land cultivation in 
cotton, manure and work well, and always 
make cotton a surplus crop.” In conclasion, 


the same paper says: 

There are other reasons why money becomes 
scarce, one of which is that people do not patron- 
ize home industry euough. Those who have money 
to spend, should never send abroad for what they 
cap get at home. By spending your money at 
home,‘you keep it in circulation at home; and 
when you pay it out toa neighbor, you will enable 
him to pay somebody else, aud possibly it may fall 
into the bands of some one that is indebted to you, 
and in afew hours you may thus get your money 
back, and a few dollars kept circniating at home 
may pay thousands of dollars of debts in a short 
time. But when you send it off, you may bid it 
farewell forever, for you will never see it again. 
People in the same community must work together 
and patronize each other as much as possiole, if 
they would prosper. No man is independent of 
his neighbors. He may think so for a time, but as 
soon as they [find he 1s selfish, and cares nothing 
for the community in which he lives, he is apt tu 
be made to feel his dependence if he should live 
much longer. 

The Elberton Gazette also says that the peo- 
ple of that section are beginning to appresia‘e 
the importance of raising their own horses 
and mules. If they had done this for the last 
twenty years the country would have been in 
a much better condition financially.

THE BOND COMMISSIONERS’ RE- 
PORT. 


A Modification of Existing Lawe Proposed— Maocoosn’s 
Necessities—A Steamer Sold—Local Bills Ad- 
vertited—Gas and Water Supply—Cleim 
for Damages—Other News Notes. 


Macon,Ga September15 —[{Special. |— Macon 
is laboring under a heavy incubus, The bond 
commission has proven a veritable old man of 
the sea, and one of the hardest tasks that the 
legislative members will strike is this com- 


mission. 
Attheir meeting in Colonel J. E, Jones's 


cffice they drafted the following report: 


. The law creating the bond commission andunder 
which the indebtedness of the city of Macon was 
funded into her present outstanding 6 per cent 
bonds, was passed when property was much de- 
pressed and whenthe creditofthe city was im- 
paired to such an extent that her 7 per cent bonds 
were selling at hfty centson thedollar. The ob- 
jects of the measure were two-fold: First, the pro- 
tection of the city; and, second, the protection of 
her cleditors How well we have succeeded in 

ecting our creditors is seen in the price of city 

ds Against fifty centson the dollarfor 7 per 
eent bords when the law was passed, we find at the, 
evd of five and one-half years ofits administra- 
Bon that the city 6 per cent’s are worth $1.14, 
while bondholders have realized so large a benefit 
from this law, the city bas suffered from the pay- 
mentof Jarge premiums for her bonds on account 
ol tivkipgiurd‘and from the further fact that 
the groath of the city and the expenses of govern- 
ing it have incressed in a greater ratio than the 
imerease of the city’s income by reason of its 
growth and consrequent enhancement of the value 
of real estate. 

While the creationof the bond commission was 
wise, asshown by results upon the financial con- 
Gition of the city, the framers of the law made a 
serious mistake in failing to ptovide a limit to the 
amount to be invested yearly for accouut of the 
sinking fund. This failure resulted from the very 
great depression in property and the bankrupt 
ecndition of the city treasury at the time. 

A comparison of the net outstanding bonded in- 
Gebtedness of the city at the time the debt was 
first fonded, and the income of the commission at 
that time, and the net bonded indebtedness of the 
eity, and the income of the commission at present, 
will sbow that the income of the commission now 
will leave a surplus for investment for sinking 
fund, after paying interest on the outstanding 
bonds, far beyond any reasonable or just require- 

i aw = for the security of the holders of these 


Total amount of bonds funded in 1880, $683,400; 
income of commission in 1580, from three-fifths of 
the taxes on real and personal property, $50,125.39, 
Total amount of other bonds outstanding at pres- 
ent, after deducting $142,400 belonging to the sink- 
ing fund, $570,900. Income of commission from 
taxes this year, about $70,000. (This is estimated, 
but is regarded as under the amount, rather than 
everit.) The surplus for investment for sinking fund 
im 1880, after paying interest on $683,400, was 
$9,121. The surplus in 1886, after paying interes: 
@n $570,900, and which, under the law, cannot be 
invested in anything but city bonds for sinking 
fond, will be $25,746, or about 4% pa cent upon the 
total net bonded indebtedness of the city. Asthe 
bonds bave over twenty-three years torun it will 
be teen that with the same ratio of increase in 
imcome and decrease in outstanding indebtedness 
to which this income can be applied, it will be 
sufficient to pay all the bonded indebtedness of the 
City long before the matuzity of the bonds. Con- 
sequently as the commission has no power to Cail 
in the bonds for payment in advance ot maturity, 
apd as it has no discreiion to appropriate any 
excess of revenue to any otber purpose than the 
purchase of city bonds, it follows that the com. 
mmission must either purchase the bonds at what- 
éver premium hoiders may demand or 
suffer such excess to remain uninvested. In either 
event great damage tothecity must ensue. In 
one case she is forced to pay a large premium upon 
the seamount of her indebtedness, In the other she 
would accumulate a large sum of money by tax- 
ation which could not be used for any purpose aud 
npon which she would lose the interest. 

Under the terms of the funding act the payment 
of three-fourths of one per cent taxes upon all the 
reai and personal property of the city to the bond 
commission, to be applied, first, to the payment of 
interest on the bonds,and secondly. for investment 
on account of sinking fund, was made a 
ot of the agreement between the bond- 

olders and the city of Macon. But for what pur. 
pore? Tosecure to the holders of the bonds pay- 
ment of interest according to terms of issue aad to 
create a sinking fund for their redemption at ma- 
turity. It was never contemplated that the city 
should pay more than t) per cent interest on these 
bouds, nor more than 100 cents onthe dollar of 
their face value at iaturitv. Solong as the pay- 
ment of interest is promptly made, and provision 
jor redemption cf tne principal of the city debt 
Limaturity is ple in amount and properly se- 
ed, the terms OT the agreement are not violated, 
‘neither Wrong nor injury wil result to the 
mies Ts, ; 


In view Of thé 10f@Zoing facts, and for the fur- 
ther reason thatthe growth of the city has been 
rapid in recent years, and that the expenses of the 
cily government have increased in greater ratio 
iim iis ipcome, the tax payers of the city are urg- 
ing Upon the mayor and city council and the bond 
LI mission such action as will secure a modifica: 
tich of the presentlaw. Itis not desired by any 
ore that this action, if succossful, shail prejudice 
many manner the prompt payment of interest 
upol the bovds,orthe setting aside of an ample 
amount annualiy for a permanent sinking fund,or 
the purchase aud cancellation of a certain percen- 
tage annually of outstanding bonds, so as to retire 
the whole istue by the time the bonds are due. If 
ample provision is made for this purpose it is be- 
lieved that the bondbolders will be satisfie> 

While the bond commission recognizes that it 
has a trust to perform, and while it will not consent 
tO any change in the law that will deprive the 
holders of the bonds of ample protection for inter- 
est and privcipal of the city debt, yet it is con- 
vinced that the present law can be mod'fied so as 
to greatly benefi: the city, without prejudice to any 
equitable interest of the bondholders. 

or this reason, based upon facts above set forth, 
we think that upon a pioper presentation of these 
facts to the bondholders, with the request that they 
Ponrent to such modification of the present law as

The Elberton Gazette has discovered the 
way out of hard times. “Our plan,” says the 
Gazette, “ would be to sow largely of small 
grain, lessen the area of land cultivation in 
cotton, manure and work well, and always 
make cotton a surplus crop.” In conclasion, 
the same paper says: 

There are other reasons why money becomes 
scarce, one of which is that people do not patron- 
ize home industry euough. Those who have money 
to spend, should never send abroad for what they 
cap get at home. By spending your money at 
home,’you keep it in circulation at home; and 
when you pay it out toa neighbor, you will enable 
him to pay somebody else, aud possibly it may fall 
into the hands of some one that is indebted to you, 
and in a few hours you may thus get your money 
back, and a few dollars kept circniating at home 
may pay thousands of dollars of debts in a short 
time. But when you send it off, you may bid it 
farewell forever, for you will never see it again, 
People in the same community must work together 
and patronize each other as much as possiole, if 
they would prosper. No man is independent of 
his neighbors. He may think so fora time, but as 
soon as they /find he 1s selfish, and cares nothing 
for the cOmmunity in which he lives, he is apt to 
be made to feel his dependence if he should live 
much longer. 

The Elberton Gazette also says that the peo- 
ple of that section are beginning to apprecia‘e 
the importance of raising their own horses 
and mules. If they had done this for the last 
twenty years the country would have been in 
a much better condition financially.

Radford said: “Iam United States marshal, 
and you are my prisoner. You are charged 
with illicit distilling.”

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An Interesting Experiment. 

Succi’s thirty days’ fast lacks only three 
days of completion. 

This is a far more interesting case than Dr. 
Tanner’s. It will be recollected that Tan- 
ner had to take to his bed, and he hnsbanded 
his strength by not exercising. Succi, on 
the contrary, exercises violently, fences, 
rides, swims, walks and reads, writes and 
converses. He is sustained by a mysterious 
liquor which he found in use in Zanzibar. 
This liquor is said to paralyze the functions 
of the stomach. 

Succi believes that chemistry will some 
day be able to suppress hunger entirely, and 
render eating unnecessary. Sach a consum- 
mation is greatly to be desired, if the chemi- 
cal substitute for food can be placed within 
the reach of the masses. But there is the 
rub. Tosupply the world with the peculiar 
liquor swallowed by Succi before he began 
his fast would cost as much as food. Still, 
this does not lessen the scientific importance 
of the experiment, as the developments may 
be utilized in a medical way. 


Changes in the Knights of Labor. 


It is believed that the convention of the 
Knights of Labor at Richmond next month 
will make important changes in the order. 

In the first place the district system will 
probably be abandoned. It has been found 
inconvenient and tending to confusion. In- 
stead of dividing the organization by trades, 
there isa movement in favor of a geographi- 
cal division. Each state will have a general 
assembly, embracing all trades, and each 
trade will have a voice in the affairs of the 
others. Above the state general assemblies 
will be the national assembly. 

The efiect of the new organization will be 
to keep down strikes, except when they re- 
ceive the overwhelming sanction of the as- 

sembly. There will be fewer strikes, but it 
is thought that those undertaken will be so 
well backed that they will be successful. 
The reorganization of the knights will be 
watched with great interest, and it is to be 
hoped that wise and moderate counsels will 
prevail.

Concerning Pavements. 

Granite undoubtedly makes a very satis- 
factory street pavement, but it will not do 
to ignore the claims of asphalt. 

According to the St. Louis Republican, 
General Meigs, of Washington, asserts that 
asphalt is incomparably better than granite, 
even where a heavy traffic is to be provided 
for, and the cost is only a trifle greater. 

The asphalt in Pennsylvania avenue cost 
only six cents more to the square yard than 
granite, and the annual cost of repairs has 
been only 15 to2} centsasquare yard. It 
is said that Cheapside, in London, supports 
the heaviest traffic in the world. It has an 
asphalt pavement, which in ten years has 
not been closed for repairs a single day. 

The great advantages of asphalt are clean- 
ness, partial freedom from noise and vibra- 
tion, and healthfulness. As yet this pave- 
ment has not received a severe test in this 
country, andit isnot likely to supplant 
granite in popular favor. 


Mr. Willie Vanderbilt's Chickens, 

We are in receipt through Mr. R. J. Fisher, 
of Athens, Tenn, who is secretary of the 
National Poultry association, of a letter to him 
concerning Mr. W. K, Vanderbilt’s chickens, 

As is well known, there will be held in At- 
lanta, early next January, an annual poultry 
and stock show. The entries for this 
show are already very large. Oae shipper 
from Virginia will send acar load of fowls, 
and another car load will come from Massa- 
chusetts. Mr. H. B. Farris, whois the mana- 
ger of the “Idle Hour Poultry Yards,” of 
Oakdale, Long Island, which belongs to Mr. 
W. K. Vanderbilt, writes under date of 
September 8th, “Mr. Vanderbilt will be an 
exhibitor at your show of various 
breeds of poultry and will be glad to hear 
from you immediately with a prospectus,” etc 

Secretary Fisher, writes, “If Mr. Toms makes 
up his mind to capture the first honors for Mr. 
Vanderbilt, it will be very hard to beat him; 
but the best breeders in America will be rep- 
resented in large force, and the judge we have 
secured is confessedly the best in this country. 
The entry of Mr. Vanderbilt’s poultry will give 
unusual interest to the show, and very much 
enlarge the entries which already assure us of 
four thousand to five thousand coops.” 

We are glad to welcome Mr. Vanderbilt in 
this new field of competition. He may besure 
that he and Mr. Toms, his manager, will have 
an open fieldand a fair fight, but he need not 
expect tocarry off allthe honors. He may 
get the prize on the fancier breeds of poultry 
and on the heavy Asiatics, but when it comes 
to the shaw]-neck game, and the Georgia dom- 
inics, we will be there by a large majority aud 
will show Mr. Vanderbilt something that 
money can’t buy, and that culture cannot 
transplant. The interest in the coming show 
is increasing daily and itis not impossible 
that ten thousand coops of prize poultry and 
pigeons will be thown in Atlanta in January, 
besides the bench show which has itself as- 
sumed large proportions. 


THERE are 200,000 collectors of postage 
stamps in the United States, and four hundred 
of them will convene in New York next week 
to device ways and means of collecting rare 
stamps. There is a storeon Broadway devoted 
entirely to the sale of coins and postage stamps. 
One stamp, issued forty years ago in Baltimore. 
is offered for $500. It is very rare and may sell 
for more than $500. A collector in England 
values his stamps at $100,000. The late Mr. 
Scott, of New York, collected coins and postage 
stamps all his life and left stamps valued at 
$20,000. In the New York coin and stamp 
shop are 10,000 different kinds of stamps from 
more than three hundred countries. In India 
twenty provinces bave special postage stamps 
beside the stamps of the British government. 
All the islands of the Pacific and Indian 
oceans bave postage stamps and the Maori 
(lately cannibals) in Van Dieman’s land, use 
them. So do the Fiji cannibals when they 
mail letters in the postoffice in a cocoanut 
grove. The stamps from oriental countries are 
valued highly by collectors. There are 5,000 
eollectors in New York and about sixty of 
them form the Philatelic society.

The Sea Serpent. 


B. H, B., Greenville, 8.C.: What is known 
of the sea serpent’ 

This marine animal is said to have been seen 
often en the coast of Norway, especially near 
Moldefjord (Natural History of Norway in 1755), and 
also on the coasts of New England, at the begin- 
ning of the present century. These accounts are 
considered fabulous by most naturalists. In the 
ancient Scandinavian mythology, one of the most 
conspicuous figures is the Midgaarsormen, a huge 
serpent, which, hidden on the bottom of the sea, 
embraces the earth with its folds, and there can be 
no doubt that the extravagant descriptions which 
Norwegian peasants who profess to have seen the 
sea serpent give of this animal are more or less in- 
finenced by the old mythological ideas of the ani- 
mal with the strange name. That, however,which 
has contributed most to make naturalists suspi 
cious with respect to the existence of this 
animal, is the circumstance that no remains 
of it have ever been found, and for a long 
time they generally considered all reports of 
the appearance of the sca serpent as the 
fabrications of superstition and delusion. 
But, in his ‘‘Romance of Natural History” (Lon- 
don, 1860-62), Gosse has shown that the argument 
against the existence of the sea serpent, taken 
from the non-existence of any remains of it, does 
not hold good, and naturalists are not disposed to 
deny the possibility that such an animal may ex- 
ist, and may prove to be some modified type of the 
secondary enaliosauras (meaning ‘“‘marine lizard,”’ 
having paddles for swimming instead of true feet), 
or some form intermediate between them and the 
elongated cetaceans (whale fish), The zenglodon, 
& mammalian type of the tertiary epoch, coming 
near to the cetaceans, and in some respects to the 
seals, may present some claim to be the sea ser- 
pent. The animal is said to appear in calm weath- 
er, with a slender body from sixty to 100 feet long, 
& broad, suakelike head as large as that of a horse, 
large eyes and a long and marrow neck, and of a 
general dark brown color; some describe it as hav- 
ing fins. Itisseen swimming at the surface, with 
the head and neck elongated, progressing swiftly, 
apparently by a vertical undulatory motion. Late 
accounts from the Hudson river would indicate 
that there is no doubt of its veritable existence.

Has Prohibition Injured the City’s Inter- 
ests? 

The following letter was written by Mr. M. M. 
Welch, secretary of the Atlanta chamber of com- 
merce, toa gentleman in Ithica, N. Y. It was pub-

al Farrte, of Atlante, Killed in 
an Accident on the East Tennessee, Near 
Chattancogs, Tenvessee—Full Particu- 
lars of the Accident Reported. 


Two Atlantians met a horrible and painful 


‘ acath yesterday afternoon at ter minutes after 
- ¢ o'clock, one half mile east of Chattanooga. 


They were Thomas M. Buckley and Q, M. 


 Parrir. 


Buckley was an engineer and Farrts was 


' freman on the East Tennessee road. Both 


men were well known in railroad circles in 
Atlanta and Chattanooga, and both were unl 
versally liked. Yesterday moraing 
when the northbound passenger train No. 
16 on the East Tennessee road left 
Atlanta, Buckley was on the engine, with 
Farris as his fireman, The train was due in 
Chattanooga at 6:30 o'clock and made the trip 
almost to its destination without accideat or 
incident worthy ofmention. Ten minutes af- 
ter six o'clock the train was within a half 
mile of Chattanooga, and nearthe Western 
and Atlantic railroad and Cincinnati Southern 
tracks. Just at that point the train was mov: 
ing along ata rapid rate, when turninga 
sharp curve, Engineer Buckley saw a cow 
on the track, directly in front of 
of him. His team was on a high embank- 
ment, and, seeing his great danger, the engi- 
neer made a desperate effort to slacken up and 
avert the accident that appeared inevitable. 
He blew his whistle vigorously, hoping to 
frighten the cow off, but remembering the 
burden of living people behind him, clung to 


his post. The engine strack the cow, and in 
an instant the ponderous, heavy machine 
reared high in the air, and went 
tumbling down the high embank- 
ment, carrying both engineer and 
fireman with it The tender jffollowed 


the engine and the baggage car and second 
class coach were derailed. 

The train ran fully two hundred yards after 
striking the cow before the engine plunged 
down the embankment, followed by the 
tender. The baggage car was thrown nearly 
across the Cincinnati Southern track fifty feet 
distant, but was not damaged. Engineer Buck- 
ley was caught under the engine and crushed 
death, Cal Farris,the fireman,received internal 
injuries, and lingered in the greatestagony 
foran hour, and died. His death was very 
sad. While surrounded by friends at his 
boarding house, he requested an aged lady to 
pray forhim. She delivered a very fervent 
prayer. The dying fireman.witha bright smile 
on his face, then-bid his friends good-bye, and 
a minute later was dead. 

The train was rge one, and was carrying 
a heavy load. The baggage master and a man 
who was in the car with him, were considera- 
bly shaken up, and badly bruised, but escaped 
any serious hurt. Several per- 
soDs were in the second-class coach 
and were bounced and thumped around pro- 
miscnously, but apart from some bruises and 
scratches no one suffered, 


The first intelligence of the accident 
reached Atlanta through the associ- 
ated press dispatches after one 


o'clock this morning, and details. of the acci- 
dent are meagre. What little has been gath- 
ered was obtained from railroad men who 
came into thecity after the accident, on dif- 
fercntroads. The officials at the East Ten- 
nessee are extremely reticent about the matter 
apd when asked for information, simply 
answered: 

" “We have notified all whom we want to 
know anything about it.” 

The two men who were killed are residents 
of Atlanta. Engineer Buckly resided at 12: 
lha. He,was a young man,and had always been 
considereda carefal engineer. A CONSTITU- 
TION reporter called atthe residence this 
mornting, but finding the house wrapt in 
darkness, declined to arouse anyone, 
thinking possibly that the family was igno- 
rant of the terribie calamity which had be- 
fallen them. Cal Farris was a young man aboat 


twenty-four years of age. He 
leaves a widowed mother and a 
sister who live near the paper mills. 


He was once fireman at the paper mills, and 
bad been working on the railroad a short time, 
The bodies will be brought home today. _ 

The tracks of the Western and Atlantic, Cin- 
cinnati Southern and East Tennessee wére 
blockaded by the wreck, and all trains were 
delayed eix hours, 

CuaTTANooGa, September 15.—A terrible acci- 
dent occurred a half mile from this city at6:10 this 
evening on the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia railway. The north-bound express train 
struck acow on asharp curve, while coming into 
the city. The engine turned over a slight 
embankment, crushing the engineer, Tom Buck- 
ley, and Fireman Cal Farriss to death. Buckley’s 
body was not recovered for several hours. Toe 
tracks of the East Tennessee, Cincinnati Southern 
and Western and Atlantic railways will be block- 
ecded until midnight No passengers were injured.

SOUTH CAROLINA FARMS. | 


What the Farmers Have Done---Some In- 
teresting Statistics Presented, 
CoLUMBIA, 8, C,, September 15,—[Special,] — 
Throughout South Carolina the farmers are 
far more contented than they were thirty 
days ago. The crop prospects have improved 
within the nast month at least twenty-five per 
cent. Since the 15th of August, cotton shows 
a marked improvement, and so does cor. 
Colonel A. P. Butler, the agricultural com- 
missioner, states the following condition of 
the cotton crop: Upper Carolina, 78; middle 
Carolina, 76; and lower Carolina, 80, Average 
for the state, 78, against S4 at the same time 
last year and 67 on the Ist of August this year. 
The area of the present crop is 1,630,855 
acres, against 1,722,107 acres last year. 
He makes the following report regarding the 
condition of the corn crop: 
Upper Carolina, 72; middle Carolina, 83; lower 
Caroline, 57, Average for the state 80, against 10 
onthe lst of September, 1885. The area of the 
prerent crop is 1,454.81 acres, against 1,420,205 acres 
last year. 

Here is what he says about wheat and oats: 

Wheat and oats were harvested fn fair condition. 
The wheat area was 1°2,716 acres, and the yield 
1,161,007 bushels, a decrease in the yield of 46,128 
bushels. The oat area was 511,406 acres, and the 
yie'd 3,700,757 bushels, an increase in the yield of 
$01,942 bushels, 

The tobacco crop, I learn from correspon- 
dents and newspapers all over the state, will 
be by long odds, the finest ever raised in Souta 
Carolina. Some of the tobacco raised in Law- 
rens and Spartanburg counties will beof extra. 
ordinary fine quality. That grown in the low 
country will be inferior. 

With regard to rice this is what the commis- 
sioner bas to say: 

In Georgetown county a correspondent estimates 
that of the crop of the two Santees, 2,300 acres was 
entirely lost, 500 acres very much injured, and 2,- 
3000 may make an average crop. In Colleton county 
a correspondent says that most ofthe June plant- 
ings ofrice was killed, but the first plantings 
are all good. The average condition of the 
crop in the iower counties fs reported at 91 against 
95 last year. The average conaitian of the state is 
reported at 92. The area of the present crop is 80,- 
904 acres, against 78,086 acres last year. 

The area in sugar cane the past year is 2 877 acr+s 
the condition is reported at. The area in sor- 
gbum is 9,£07 acres and the condition 95. 

The pea crop will be unprecedented, and the 
yie!d of pindars will be exceedingly large. 

Correspondents all over the state speak 
cheerily concerning the sweet potato crop. It 
is believed that more potatoes will be dug this 
year than have been gathered in any one year 
since the war. 

As a general thing the planters are in a bet: 
ter condition now than they were a year ago. 
Not near so many of them as usual are in the 
hands ofthe lien law sharks. They have 
worked very bard, through good and bad 
weather, determined to make a living, and 
most of them have succeeded. Not many of 
them have been led astray by Moses Tillman. 
Most of them have stuck to their plow and es- 
chewed politics. The genuine ‘‘farmers’ 
movement” in South Carolina has therefore 
been successful, despite the work of the agita- 
tors.

SMALL'S ANNIVERSARY: 


A REVIEW OF THE HISTORY OF A

filled with varied successes and failures in sev- 
eral departments of employment and public 
service, but principally distinguished by its 
recklessness and almost complete surrender 
tosins and dissipations. When Sam Small 
stood up that September night ahd claimed 
conversion to God and pledged his life 
to the service of Christ perhaps not half a doz- 
en persons in the world who knew him be- 
lieved him sincere and honest in his declara- 
tions. Hundreds laughed at the episode asa 
diunken vagary and scores of serious men de- 
clared that Small had become insane through 
his dissipation. It was freely predicted that 
this latest freak of his would be a nine-days’ 
wonder and he would speedily relapse into nis 
old ways and resume his reckless, godless and 
extravagant life. 

A WONDERFUL YEAR. 

But the record of his life for the year has 
been cone of marvellous surprises, and not 
alone to his friends and the 
skeptical critics, but to himself, 

Beginning to preach from the third hour of 
his conversion, he has steadily gone forward 
in the service of his Master with growing zeal 
and power tothe present day. He preached 
every night and day of that first week of his 
new life, and then was called by Rev. Sam 
Jones, to go with him in his evangelical la- 
bors throughout the country. He was sur- 
prised at the call, but believing it God-di- 
rected, obeyed it, and has since been the active 
and eflicient associate of the great Georgia 
evangelist in his remarkable meetings 
throughout America. Not only have “the 
two Seams” become household words all over 
the union, but the people and press have 
united in pronouncing Mr. Small“one of the 
forex ost and most eloquent preachers in the 
American pulpit.”” This entire copy of THE 
CONSTITUTION could be filled with the col- 
lated encomiums of the secular and religious 
press passed upon the power and eloquence of 
his labors, 

THE STRIKING FIGURES 
of his yearof labor, so far as accessible, will 
be. read with wonder.

His text was I 
Timothy, i, 15, 16, and the trend ofthe dis- 
course was the recital of hisown past experi- 
ence, his conversion and the results that had 
aitended upon his life in Christ. The sermon 
was full of tender, pathetic and thrilling pas- 
sages. It was listened to with profound at- 
tention,and those who heard it were convinced 
that it would bring forth good fruit among 
those who were present. 

In speaking of his changed life Mr. Small 
said he knew at the outset of it how people 
would doubt him, deride his professions and 
scoff at his efforts; howcruel and pitiless 
would be the criticism he would encouater; 
how deep and poignant would bethe stabs 
that the heartless and ungodly would inflict; 
but he was conscious that God had, for Carist’s 
take, forgiven his sins, and that he had fixed 
his life on lines of loyalty to Christ. With 
this happy assurance he faced the world, un- 
heeding its sarcastic doubts and undismayed 
by its malignant jeere, His life for the past 
year had been one of sweet felicity in the ser- 
vice of Christ; he knew that a new mind and 
nature had been given him by God; he felt the 
throbbings of anewand eternal life in his 
veins and sou]; and now hecared nothing for 
what men might say, but only looked forward 
to pleasing God and meriting, through Christ, 
His “well done” in the glorious end. 

The sermon was one of notable power and 
earnestness, of perfect frankness and simple 
faith, and had a visibly inspiring effect upon 
all present. Mr, Small was tendered many 
congratulations and given many hearty ‘God 
speeds.” 

AT HIS HOME, 

on Capitel avenue, in the afternoon, Rev. and 
Mrs. Small entertained a few friends, serving 
an elegant and bountiful dinner.

COLLECTOR CRENSHAW AFTER 
THE DRUGGISTS. 


He Saye They Must Pay Tax on Mixtures of an 
Irtexteating Nature-He Writes Letters to 
Hiis Deputies and Lastructse Them to be 
Vigilant in this Particular Duty, 


Collector T, C, Crenshaw was very busy in 
his office yesterday afternoon. 

When THE CoNSTITUTION reporter entered, 
Mr. Crenshaw eaid: “i have been very busy 
today. I have mailed letters to eighteen 
deputy collectors, giving them instructions 
about certain means now being used to evade 
the prohibition law by introducing a lot of 
patent stuff to the trade,” 

“What do you mean?” asked the reporter, 

“Well, there are certain medicines placed 
upon the market, which will make a man 
drunk a great deal quicker than it will have 
any medicinal effect. Just the other day a 
large firm planked up their tax on a muchly 
advertised mixture, and still there is more to 
follow. 

The following is a copy of the letters sent 
out: 
ATLANTA, September 15.—John W. Forrester, 
Deputy Collector, Leesburg, Ga., Sir: In view ot 
the many inguiries now being made throughout 
the state in the matter of the manufacture and sale 
of wines, medicival compounds, elixirs, bitters, 
tonics, etc’, ete., by apothecaries and other r- 
sons, | deem it proper for me to call your attention 
to the rules and regulations governing such sales 
unger the internal revenue laws. It is proper first 
to ecnsider whether persons engaged in the mann- 
facture or sale of a)] such articles of which liquor 
is cne of its compound parts, should be regarded as 
rectifiers. Secondly, whether those engaged in its 
sale thould be termed liquor dealers and be re- 
quired topay the proper special tax therefor. 
1 will state for your guidance, and for the benefit 
of those concerned, that the special tax of a liquor 
dealer is not imposed upon apothecaries as to 
wines or spirituous liquors which they use exclu. 
sively in the preparation or making up of medi- 
cines. (See section 3216, U. S. R. 8) Bat this 
section is construed to mean medicines which 
cannpot be used as bevciages. The exemption 
above referred to relates only to medicinal prepara- 
tions, aud an apothecary or druggist, therefore, is 
Lot exempt from the‘liquor dealers’ special tax if 
he selis unmixed distilled spirits (including pure 
alcuho)) or wines, though he sell them strictly as 
medicines and upon a eee wer prescription. 
No special tax will be required for 
compounding and preparing or for selling 
medicines and medicinal preparations and 
compounds, which are really such in character as 
well asin name. ‘ 

In reJation to thesale of wines, every person 
or firm who selis, or offers for sale, foreign or do- 
mestic distilled spirits or wines in less quantities 
than five wipe ga.lons at the same time, under the 
law is regarded as aretail liquor dealer. Every 
person or firm who tells or offers fur sale, foreign 
or domestic distilled spirits, or wines in quantities 
of not lk ss than five wine gallons at the same time, 
is regarded as a wholesale liquor dealer; provided, 
however, that no special tax shall be required of 
vint: ers who seli wine of their own growth or 
manviacture at the place where the same is made, 
or at the general business office of such 
vininer or manufacturer. But no vin- 
tner or mauufacturer shail have more 
toan one office tor ihe sale of such wine that is 
exempt from the Specia)] tax, and for each addi- 
tional pluce of sale shall be required to pay the 
special tax of $25 when sold in quantities lesstnan 
tive wine gallons, and $100 in quantities not less 
than five wine gallons. 

itis reported that various compounds—elixirs, 
bitters, tonics and medicinal preparations, com- 
pored fcr the most part, of alcohol or distilled 
spirits, are upon the markets, and that they are 
eperane adapted and probably designed for sale 
where local option laws prevali, or where the sale 
of jiquors is forbidden by statute. 

Medicines are not taxahle in any form, but to 
draw the line asitshou!d be drawn,and fix detinite 
ly where the medicine may ead, and the alcoholic 
beverage begin, isa difficuit ask, and ofieu per- 
plexes revenue oflicers, and especially where the 
preparations contain large proportions of alcoholic 
spirits. These preparations, put up and labeled as 
medicine, generajly sail into market under a 
medicinal fag, and many ofthem, if not originally 
intended for use as beverages and as substitutes for 
intoxicating liquors. are capable of being so used; 
and while they may be sold as medicines, they 
really are imitatious or compound liquors and 
ehould be treated. in so far as the manufacture and 
sale of them is concerned, as rectified spirits and 
compound liquors. 

The principal question § relative to the 
liabiity of those who manufactare 
or sell these preparations is one of 
tact, viz: Arethey beverages, orare they medi- 
cines? Whether the manufacturers Can make and 
sej] them without payment of special tax as recti 
fiers and liquor dealers. This must be determiued 
by the character of the articie in question; wheth- 
er it would produce intoxication before a sufficient 
quantity wonld be taken to produce any medicinal 
effect; whether the medicinal or vegetable ingredi- 
ents used predominate sufficiently to give an ab- 
sointe medicinal Ccharactertothe preparation, or 
whether the quantity of distilled spirits is so large 
as not to be materially affected by the other mild 
ingredients, and that, therefore, while the prepa- 
raiion may in some cases be useful as a moadiciae, 
it may also be used very well asamere “drink ”’ 
Some preparations,'ike laudanum or camphor 
in which, although the greater proportion is dis- 
tiled spirits, yet the other ingredients are of such 
a powerful and predominating quality as to give 
character to the compound and render it unsuit- 
able for use asa “beverage.’”’ While someof these 
compounds are totally unfit for use as a medicine 
and are very palatable as beverages, yet many of 
them can be used both as a beverage and asa 
medicine. Wheu used in good faith as medicine 
only, though it may contain distilled spirits, deal- 
ers in it, under such circumstances, will not be 
held liable to pay the special tax; but, suppose it 
is not only capable of being used as an intoxicat- 
ing beverage, but that when sold itis actually used 
as euch by individuals, or by a large class of 
thore who purchase it, surely the law, as well as 
justice to the regular liquor dealer who pays his 
tax, requires that the special tax shall also be col- 
jectcd irom thosejwho make and from those who 
thnssellsuch compounds. Persons engagedin the 
manufacture of such Compounds as herein met- 
tioned, under the name of medicinés, should be 
regarded as rectifiers, if the Compounds, etc., are 
snitable for and are (when sold) used as alcoholic 
HbeverTageer. 

If bitters, tonics, elixirs and medicinal com 
pounds in any locality are sold and then used as 
an alcobolic beverage, stimulant or intoxicant, 
those who thus sell it will be liable to pay the spe- 
cialtex, The circumstance that it is used~when 
g0]0) only as a medicine in . one 
commubnity, will not exempt from 
liability tu tax those dealers in it in any other 
locajity, where it is, when sold, used as an alco- 
holic beverage. 

Each care wnust stand uponits own merits; hence 
no general rule can be laid down fur determining 
the lisbility of persous for the special tax, who 
manuiacture or sell such compounds as above 
enumerated, which coutaia distilled spirits, wine 
or ober spirituous liquors. Yon will, therefore, in 
order to aecertain or correctly determine whether 
a cemand must be made for the tax and penalty, 
either as dealers or rectifiers, carefully investigate 
exch case that comes to your knowledge in your 
civision in the matter of the sale of all 
ariieles or compounds containing spirits, taking 
into consideration the character of the article 
in question, the class of per.ops who generally 
purchere it. the uses towhich it is applied afcer 11 
ispurchared, andthe localities where it is sold 
In cach care ascertain the purposes for which it is 
ueed (when sold) regerdiess of what it was sold 
for. Thistest must be appliedin ail Cases where 
the article in question contains distilled spirits or 
wines. and alleged tobe prepared and sold asa 
mecicine, but suitable to be used as an alcoholic 
beverage. Although many of these compounds 
may be y ut up as medicinal preparations and sold 
to be used astuch. Yet from the fact that they 
are mace upso largely of distilled spirits that 
wien told, are used as alcoholic bever 
ages, often producing intoxication, 
thereby rendering them unquestionably 
subject to the tax, potwithstanding the seller may 
have intended that it be used for a different pur-

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‘MR. CLAY WILL NOT RUN 


THE STORIES CONCERNING HIS 
CANDIDACY SBT AT REST. 


A Special Man Goss to Marietta and Finds the 
@ecte-—Full Report of Bia Trip - Waat the 
Delrgaics end Committeemen Have to 
Say ~The Senatorial Situation. 


The positive refusal of the Hon, A.S8. Clay, 
of Cobb county, to accept the nomination for 
gonator from this district, caused much sur: 
prise in Atlanta when it became known 
through Tux CoNSTITUTION yesterday morn- 
ing 

The citizens of Atlanta and especially those 
who had been largely instrumental in secur- 
ing Mr. Clay’s nomination declined to believe 
the statement and insisted that he would ac- 
cept the nomination and make the race to the 
finish, Those who believed this circulated a 
denial of the poblication, and before the day 
was half gone the city was full of conflicting 
rumors. One man asserted pvsitively that 

MR, CLAY COULD NOT 

and wculd not. make the race, while another 
was equally emphatic in asserting that he had 
accepted the nomination and would rua. It 
was also stated that Mr. Clay had written a 
letter to the Falton county delegation, in 
which hestated that he could not under any 
circumstances accept the nomination, bat no 
one could be found who had seen the letter. It 
was claimed too, thatthe gentlemen to whom 
the letter was addressed were trying to keep 
it quiet, und that a delegation had been sent 
to Marietta to see Mr. Clay with a view to 
urging bis acceptance,in order to produce har- 
mony. This 

RUMOR WAS CAREFULLY INVESTIGATED, 
but it was impossible to trace it to its source or 
to ascertain who had gone as the committee. 
Mr. McClatchey’s withdrawal from the race as 
an independent was gossip too, some asserting 
that he would return to the fight and others 
cenying it. 

The conflicting rumors were annoying, and 
with a view of a:certaining the exact situation 
THE CONSTITUTION sent a reporter to Marictta 

yesterday afternoon with instructions to see 
Mr. Clay and secure from his own lips a con- 
firmation or denial of the rumor, and to ascer- 
tain what he intended to do about the nomina- 
tion. Immediately after reaching Marietia 
the reporter encountered a newsboy on the

MR, CLAY’S LETTER. 


On the second page of the paper was found 
a concise report of the work of the senatorial 
convention, and directly after the report was 
Mr. Clay’s letter of declination. The report 
closed by saying: 

The nomination seems to have pre satisfaction 
in Atlanta and at this place, but Mr. Clay declines 
to run, as will be seeuw from his card below : 

The letter read : 

MARIETTA, Ga, September 15, 1886.—Messrs. J. 
W, Goldsmith, Henry Hillyer, G. B. Adair, J. B. 
Hutchinson, N. A. Morse and J. B. Alexander— 
Gentlemen: I have just received your notification 
of my unanimous nomination for the senute for 

the 25th senatorial district. I have been in Can- 
ton attending court all the week. aid was abso- 
Intely surprised when I heard of my nomination. 
Iam sorry to say that circumstances are such as 
will prevent me from accepting the nomination. 

About one month ago I entered the race for the 
house, and on Jast Tuesday I was unanimously 
nominated by the democracy of my county for 
that responsible position. I was asked by the 
good people of my county to make the race for the 
hcuse. l consented todoso. They made me one 
of the standard bearers of the democracy of my 
county. It was a sacred trust committed to my 
care. This trust had beencommitted to me before 
my nomination for senator. 

The people of Cobb county have given to me ev- 
ery honor that I have asked of them. I have 
been assured that they wish me to continue in the 
race for the house. I must be faithful to the trust 
they have committed to me. If I were not the 
nominee of my party for the house,I would cheer- 
fully accept the’ nomination forthe senate. I 
woulda esteem it a great honor to represent the 35th 
senatorial district in the next senate. The dis- 
trict is not surpassed by any in thestate for virtue, 
wealth and intelligence.

MR. HENRY HILLYER IN MARIETTA. 

Soon after reaching Marietta, the reporter 
ascertained that Hon. Henry Hillyer, of At- 
lanta, had been in the town early in the morn- 
ing, and that he had been closeted with Mr. 
Joe Alexander, Mr. Clay, and others. Mr. 
Clay was compelled to leave eaily in the day 
fur Cherokee, and the train on the Marietta 
and North Georgia was scheduled to leave bs - 
fore the conference was completed. Mr. Hill- 
yer not wishing to leave Mr. Clay until the 
matter was finally settled, and Mr. Clay being 
compelled to leave Marietta, Mr. Hillyer and 
Mr. Alexander went up the road with 
him. Before leaving his home, 
however, Mr. Clay left his letter 
of declination with the Journal to be printed 
in the next issue. What passed between Mr. 
Hillyer and Mr. Clay is unknown, but when 
Mr. Hillyer and Mr. Alexander returned on 
the down train, they went direct to the Jour- 
nal office and stated that Mr. Clay bad instruct- 
ed them to order his letter out of the paper. 

WHAT THE PEOPLE THOUGAT. 

Before Mr. Clay left Marietta, yesterday 
morning, it was generally understood that he 
had declined to accept the nomina- 
tion. Msny of his frinds were 
pleased with his decision because 
they prefer that he sball remain in the race for 
the legislature and are not willing that he 
ehould give up the legislative race for the sen- 
atv ial race. When it became known that Mr. 
Ciay hed instructed Mr. Hillyer to order his 
k tter out of the Journal, a great deal of talk 
was induJged in. Many of Mr, Clay’s friends 

EXPRESSED THEMSELVES AS DISAPPOINTED 
at his course, while others were pleased with 
it, but while the discussion was in progress, 
the Journal received a telegram from Mr. 
Clay, at Canton, instructing the proprietors to 
print bis letter. This appeared to settle the 
watter definitely, andin ashort time after 
the paper was out every one who read the 
letter was fully satisfied that Mr. Clay would 
remain in the race for the legislature aad not 
touch the senatorial contest. ee 

Mr.Clay’s absence from Marietta rendered an 
interview with him impossib!e,and as the next 
best thing, a call was made upon his ‘partner, 
Mr. Blair, whois thoroughly cognizant of all 
Mr. Clay’s political movement.

THE COLORED PEOPLE FIND A 
FRIGHTFUL GHOST. 


The Patrolmen Find a Big Day's Work and are 
Kept om the Go—More About the Chloroform- 
ing on\ Mitchell Street—What is Hap. 
pening Among the Busy Peelers. 


The negroes residing in the extreme eastern 
portion of the city are extremely excited over 
“something” that made its first appearance in 
that section of the city Tuesday night about 
10 o’clock, .

As she spoke she pointed iatothe air down 
the railroad track, and every member of the 
party looked in the direction indicated by the 
woman’s finger, In an instant every voice 
in the crowd was added to that ofthe shriek- 
ing woman, and in less than another second 
the entire party was running up the hill 
from the railroad at full speed, 
yelling they went, Their 
noise attracted the attention of several per: 
sons and to the questions the crowd suulied 
by saying that a spook wasin the air. Yes- 
terday the story of the apparition spread and 
ina short timeevery darky in the eastern 
end of the city was talking about it. Every 
body agreed that the something was a woman 
dressed in pure white. She appeared sus: 
pended in the air about ten feet avove the 
ground and every second or two turned 
around all the time uttering the most 
agonizing groans. Many colored people would 
not believe the story and last night nearly a 
hundred visited the locality. The first batch 
went about seven o'clock, and in a short 
time they returned greatly excited and veri- 
jying the statements already current.

By eleven o'clock the excitement was 
80 intense in that section of the city that Cap- 
tain Manly was sent for. He went through 
the excited district and tried 
to ascertain the trouble. Every darky 
be wet, confirmed the stories of an apparition, 
and had either seen itor heard ofit. He 
could not induce one of them to go with him 
to the locality and went, bimself, bat found 
nothing unusual. As he came away, however, 
he meta party of young men who told him 
that they had seen the same thing, bat could 
not describe it. The captain is of the opinion
